Episcopal Convention Gives 
Unanimous Indorsement. 


Significant Words in Address 
of Bishop Johnson. 


of Local Diocese. 


Unanimous indorsement of the 
$5,000,000 
the fourth day of the twenty-fifth 
annual convention of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Los Angeles, at S8t 
Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, yesterday. 

After two hours of strenuous con- 
sideration and addresses by Dean 
MacCormack, W. C. Mushet, A. W. 
Morgan and Rev. R. Ih. Windsor, 


Bishop Johnson submitted the ques- 
tion of indorsement of the fund to 
the convention. No negative votes 
were heard. Following the vote, 
Bishop Johnson sald: 

“I feel that the future is not at 
all certain, but I also feel that we 
have done wisely in taking this ac- 
tion and now that it is over we may 
consider that we have committed 
ourselves to the system and We can 
hope for the best.” 

Mr. Mushet in his address said in 
part: “I do not oppose the scheme, 
but I feel it is right that every cler- 
gyman here tonight should hear the 
negative side of the question. I be- 
lieve that the Los Angeles Diocese 


‘| cannot take the $7000 a year out of 


its treasury to support the fund 
without seriously hurting its mission- 
ary activity. A voluntary system is 
not a sound one, because ministers 
can give or not as they please, and 
Iam convinced that $5,000,000 is not 
a sufficient amount to care of 
the accrued liabilities.” 

SYSTEM NOT VOLUNTARY. 

Mr. Windsor, in favoring the sys- 
tem, pointed out “that when a 
church ts changing its ideal from 
a careless charity (missions) to a 

t good for the ministers and 
their dependants, the church has to 
slow down. I wish to remark that 
the system is not a voluntary one, 
but a system with a pressure and an 
behind it.”

ILSON’'S ONLY HOPE. 

There is no mistaking the signs of 
times—a great wave of popular sentiment 
in favor of a return to Republican policies 
is sweeping over the country. The people 
are tired of Democratic experiments; they 


are tired of Wilson and his methods and 
want a change. The President has lost his 
hold on the electorate. He has alienated 
the German-American vote and the Irish 
vote—almost enough to swing the election.

Republicans, whether they afte those#who 
have ever been loyal to the party or those | 
who were led away from it by Roosevelt in 
1912 and have since returned, would never 
aid the election of Roosevelt—never! 
of them would declare their preference for an 
open opponent over a treacherous leader 
and would vote for Wilson. But the great 
mass of them would, in their deep disgust, 
stay away from the polls and allow the 
Democratic party to retain power. 

They would take this course because the 
action of Roosevelt in 1912 forces them to 
believe that the great Republican doctrine 
of protection to home industry would not 
be safe in his hands, but might at any time 
be betrayed by him because his record 
shows that he is likely at any time to 
subordinate the success of principles to 
which he is pledged, not merely to his per- 
sonal ambitions, but to the gratification of 
his personal spleen. 
| It is a maxim of law that a man is con- 

clusively presumed to intend the necessary 
consequence of his acts. Roosevelt knew, 
for it was impossible that he should not 
know in 1912, that his organization and 
leadership of the Progressive party could 
have no other result but to place the Dem- 
ocratic party in power, with consequences 
such as followed the election of Cleveland 
in 1892, when the people “revolted against 
their own prosperity” and closed the fac- 
tories, extinguished the furnace fires, placed 
the railroads in the hands of receivers, 
plastered the homes with notices of sher- 
sales, filled’ the shelves of the pawn- 
brokers’ shops and crowded the highways 
with millions of jobless men. 

Roosevelt could not foresee that these 
dire consequences would be to an extent 
averted by the world war in Europe, for 
that war was begotten and inaugurated in 
a few weeks in the summer of 1914. Nor can 
he, nor any man, nor any number of men 
now predict that the European war will not 
end as suddenly as it began, and that its end- 
ing will not make protection as necessary 
for the workers of our land as it was in 
1896, when the voters, by an immense ma- 
jority, restored it to the policy of the na- 
tion and kept it there for sixteen years, 
during which time our country went for- 
ward by leaps and bounds until we became 
the wealthiest and most powerful and, next 
to Russia and some Asiatic countries, the 
most populous nation in the world. 

Is it possible that the National Repub- 
lican Conyention may be dragooned or de- 
luded into putting aside Root and Hughes 
and the other loyal Republican statesmen 
whose names will be before the conven-

Railroads and Wage Increases. 

These are some of the startifng 
things the president of the Illinots 
Central says in a special circular: 

“Railroad stockholders will be 
the sufferers if the demand of train 
service employees is acceded to. If 
the demand y met, additional wages 
will require $100,000,000 a year from 
all. railroads. This is nearly one- 
third of the net dividends paid by 
the railroads in 1914. 

“Other employees of railways are 
paid legs proportionately than even 


the pr t rate of the train service | 


people. To give them also the wage 
increase demanded by the others 
would add to railroad cost $330,- 
000,000 per annum. This is equal 
practically to the total amount paid 
out to the public in dividends on 
railroad stock in 1914. 

“One-sixth of the mileage of the 
railroads in the United States is 
now in the hands of receivers. 

“The employees now demanding 
25 per cent. more wages have had 
their wages increased from 29 per 
cent. to 37 per cent. from 1904 to 
1914. Western engineers and fire 
men got a further increase in 1915. 

“If the officers of the railway 
brotherhoods refuse to arbitrate the 
wage dispute pending treir only al- 
ternative will be to order a 
vote. 

“If the employees strike, every 
railway train in the country will 
stop—and so will railway earnings. 

“Every branch of industry in the 
country will be paralyzed. 

“The food supply of millions will 
be cut off. 

“This is the crisis now confront-

Industrial ruin, political chaos, and 
even starvation would face a large 
part of our people were the railroads 
of the try to suddenly cease 
operation. Not a single large city, 
for example, today has in storage 
or accessible sufficient food to last 
one week under such conditions. In 
1913 1,815,239 men were employed 
by the railroads of the United 
States with a yearly pay roll of ap 
proximately $1,374,000,000. The cap- 
ital stock of our railroads is held by 
620,000 stockholders apart from the 
huge investment in railroad securi- 
ties by our savings banks and insur- 
ance companies. 

- The worst problems which the 
railroads today face are fundamen- 
tal in their nature. The railroads 
have for years been looked upon as 
the legitimate prey of political ag- 
itators. Railroad baiting has long 
been a fashionable game with a cer 
tain class of politicians. No indus- 
try is so unfortunate as that which 
becomes an issue in political cam- 
paigns. In the first place our rail- 
roads are subject to the control of 
forty-nine different agencies. We 
have first the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, representing the con- 
trol of the Federal government and 


. charged with the enforcement of the 


act to regulate commerce and cer- 
tain subsidiary legislation. Practic- 
ally all of the forty-eight States 
have railroad commissions charged 
with the enforcement of the differ- 
ent State laws relating to railroads. 

Every year we have a perfect car- 
nival of railroad legislation by Con- 
gress and the various State Legisla- 
tures. In the single year of 1915 
forty-three State Legislatures were 
in session; 1097 bills dealing with 
raflroads were introduced in these 
Legislatures, of which 137 became 
laws. That year was not exceptiom 
al in its product of this type of leg- 
islation. In many years the record 
has been even more discouraging. 
These laws merely added to thé 
thousands already on the statute 
books. They dealt with every con- 
ceivable subject—the size of train 
crews, hours of service, terms and 
conditions of employment, equip- 
ment and appliances, grades of 
roads, reports of accidents, fencing 
of rights of way, etc. Naturally 
there is wide divergence and great 
conflict in this ill-digested mass of 
legislation, much of which is ad- 
mittedly the offspring of prejudice 
and antipathy. Many laws are dic- 
tated not by the necessities of pub- 
lic convenience or safety, but solely 
for the purpose of compelling the 
railroads to increase the number of 
their employees by requiring unnec- 
essary manning of trains. One 
State, for illustration, requires that 
all car windows must be screened 
and the adjoining State requires all 
screens to be removed from the win- 
dows of trains operating within its 
confines. This situation burdens the 
railroads with the waste of millions 

dollars annually through duplica- 

s, discriminations and litigation 
because of the unscientific division 
of authority among so many differ- 
ent political units. 

In a large proportion of our States 
service upon railroad commissions 
is entirely a matter of political ac 
cident. Election or appointment to 
these boards is controlled by polit- 
ical considerations rather than by 
the more proper question of person- 
al fitness for the discharge of the 
important duties involved. More- 
ever the saldries paid are 50

PROMISES SPORT. 


| Most men who fish also hunt, 
and the south has been so thorough- 
ty “scouted” by flickers of filles with 
feathers in their eyes that a very 
fair estimate of game prospects has 
been compiled by the Fish and 
Game Commission's experts from 
the consensus of reports turned in 
by the field patrol force, over thirty 
strong. Checked by the crystallized 
| judgment of the spor tame n them- 
selves, the verdict is favorable. 
ALL STUDENTS. 

Every good fisherman is a nature 
Student, and there is plenty of time 
along the streams to Watch dovVes, 
quail, deer, rabbits. Plenty to watch 


is the universal report. There is a 
big supply of quail everywhere. 
Many birds were left over at thé end 
of the first long season that South- 
ern Californians have enjoyed in 
years. Apparently they did very 
well throughout the epring months. 
Band-tailed or mountain pigeons 
are becoming so plentiful that some 
stock ranchers complaim of their 
competing seriously with the hogs 
for acorns, 
Mating, both of quall and doves, 
was rather late this year, and that 
caused many sportsmen to misdoubt 
the intention of the birds. In some 
sections quail stayed in packs until 
well into March. As the weather 
warmed they broke up quickly, and 
by the fore part of April pairs were 
the rule. Always a variable propor- 
tion of the quail do not breed for 
reasons of injury possibly; these re- 
main in bands throughout the sum- 
mer. Then, too, there always are 
some barren hens. The lack of late 
rains this spring is argued both for 
and against a heavy general breed- 
ing of quail; late rains assure tate 
food supply and stimulate mating, 
but also they chill eggs and kill 
more or less young birds, as was 
proved last year in San Diego coun- 
ty about Fallbrook. The general 
mating has settled one feature. 
Whether the late crop of weeds, the 
gray-green “turkey -mullein,” or 
“dove-weed,” which forms so large 
a part of the dietary of our wild 
game, will come up strongly, only 
the late summer can show, It hard- 
ly can make the crop of last year, 
however. 
COMING ALONG. 

Doves are breeding generally, but 
as yet they do not appear to be 
present in very heavy suppiy except 
in a few unduly-favored places, 
such as the Santa Ynez Valley. Ali 
through the San Joaquin Valley the 
doves appear to be increasing ma- 
terially. The decrease of wheat 
growing in the San Fernando Val- 
ley has gone hand in hand with in- 
crease of hunting interest to deplete 


this once-famous hunting. ground,
